
Rescue Team 
Retrieves

The body of a 42 year old 
South El Monte woman, re¬ 
ported missing since No¬ 
vember 15, was brought 
from the cold rocky slope of 
Hermit Canyon Thursday 
afternoon by members of 
the Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team. 

Mrs. Margaret Elizabeth 
Nutt of 2205 Str., who died 
under mysterious circum¬ 
stances was beyond all help 
wlien rescuers reached her 
at 4:30 p.m. 

Elmer Belko of Alhambra 
discovered the victim lying 
in a gully some 20 feet 
above her mangled car 
while rock hunting in the 
area 400 feet below the 
Chantry Flats road. 

Sheriff Sgt. Patrick Shiels 
of the Central Division 
bunco squad said that Mrs. 
Nutt had been under in¬ 
vestigation for embezzle¬ 
ment of her employers, 
Burch and Sons Inc., of 
South El Monte, and that a 
warrant had been issued for 
her arrest. 

After bringing the body 
up in a wire basket litter 
the rescue men acting un¬ 
der the Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs scrambled back 
down the slope and gath¬ 
ered up some 300 canceled 
checks from in and around 
the wreckage. Rescuers 
noted that the woman’s 
watch had stopped at 10:05 
and the car’s ignition keys 
were turned off. 

It was after dark when a 
tow truck attempted to pull 
the car up but a cable broke 
and they were to return in 
the morning to complete the 
job. Sheriffs reported that 
recovery of the car may pro¬ 
vide answers to many un¬ 
answered questions, such as 
whether the pluf%e was ac¬ 
cidental, suicidal or foul 
play.

The road 
will provide easy accessi¬ 
bility to key points in case 
of fire, and will also furnish 
an adequate firebreak di¬ 
viding the city from the 
tindered mountain slopes. 


The electric Industry has long boon the favorite target 
of the socializors.

The investor-owned power systems represent a total 
net capital investment of $54 billion — largest of all our 
industries. 

More than 4 million people own shares in utility com¬ 
panies. About 7.5 per cent of all the savings of Americans 
are Invested in these companies. 

The industry is currently spending $3.6 billion a year 
on new plant and equipment. It pays in excess of $2.5 billion 
annually in local, state and federal taxes — on the average, 
this is more than any other industry. 

The general cost of living has nearly trebled In the 
past half century. But the average revenue per kilowatt- 
hour of household electricity has continuously declined. 

This country has more than a third of the world’s 
electric generating capacity and more than 2.5 times that 
of the Soviet Union. 

So there’s the record. Keep it in mind next time you | 
hear someone arguing that tax-free, tax-subsidized, tax- J 
dodging socialized power is needed here. 4
